skin reaction tuberculin test,

Sales of HOLC 
Are Doubled 


Sales of homes owned by the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation for the 
first six months of 1938 almost doubled 
the total sales up to December 31, 1937; 
Charles A. Jones, general manager of 
the corporation, anounced, 

Although still regulating the dis- 
posal of its properties in a manner to 
insure the continued stabilization of 
the real estate market, the corpora: 
tion found ready buyers, Jones re- 
ported. 

On December 31, 1037, the HOLC 
had sold 5,834 properties. It made 748 
sales in January, 1938; 964 in Feb- 
ruary, 1,725 in March; 2,211 in April, 
2,606 in May and 344 in June — a 
total of 11,698 sales for the first six 
months of this year. 
$62,988,733 IN SALES 

The corporation’s cumulative sales 
to June 30 totaled 17,532, amounting 
to $62,988,733. This represents a loss 
to date, of $7,749,214 — partly due to 
the fact, Mr. Jones stated, that is is 
disposing of an increasing number of 
properties which have suffered heavy 
depreciation in value. 

The HOLC on June 30 had on 
hand 82,987 homes, with a capital | ou 
value of $437,605,043. Of those avail- 
able to yield income, 87.6 per cent 
were rented; collections for June were 
98.8 per cent of billings, 





HOLC-owned properties are being 
reconditioned for rental and sale as 
rapidly as they come under its juris- 
diction, Jones continued. More than 
14,000 cases were handled by the 
reconditioning section in June, involv- 
ing an expenditure of $2,584,936, or 
$107,688 per working day. Construc- 
tion work was in progress on 11,631 


other properties, while 8,463 contracts, 


were being prepared. 

Since the start of its lending oper- 
ations the corporation has directed the 
spending of $112,883,184 for the im- 
provement of 615,034 properties which 
it refinanced. ~*

GARDEN TS 


After their blooming season is over, 
Irises are ready for transplanting. There 
is nothing more beautiful in the spring 
time than a border or a bed of irises. 
The Tall Bearded variety is ready 
for planting now. These come in al- 
most every shade of the rainbow, and 
once planted need very little care. 
Any location that is fairly sunny and 
well drained will suit them. The 
Spanish and Dutch Iris are grown from 
bulbs not roots. These may be 
planted in the Fall and are among the 
loveliest of spring flowers for cut- 
ting. These iris like partial shade. 

Other bulbs for early planting are 
Anemones and Ranunculus. These have 
very dry bulbs and should be soaked 
overnight before planting. Plant them 
with the prongs down, in a sunny lo- 
cation where they will have good drain- 
age. Freesias, Crocus,  Watsonias, 
Grape Hyacinths, Oxalis, Baby Glads., 
etc, may be planted soon if you wish 
them to bloom in the Spring. 

And now a_ word bout fertilizer. 
Never place barnyard fertilizer around 
your plants unless it is well rotted. 
Otherwise you will burn your plants 
and they will die. Do not over fer- 
tilize. This results in decayed roots. 
Liquid fertilizer can be made by plac- 
ing a sack of barnyard manure in a 
tub of water. The loquid will have 
fertilizing qualities as long as it has 
a dark color. Thus, you may add 
water several times before the 
strength is entirely gone.
